FOUR MILLION DOLLARS FOR 
PARIS TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

PARIS-—Unquestionably the Fxench 
postal department is awakening to the 
inadequacy of the present teléphone sys- 
tem here. After sending M. Milon, an 
engineer, to the United States to study 
the various systems in that country, M. 
Millerand, the minister of public works, 
has succeeded in securing the promise of 
a loan of $4,000,000 from the Chamber of 
Commerce. This $4,000,000 is only about 
one sixth of the total sum needed for 
the complete overhauling of the pres- 
ent system. But M. Millerand considers 
that having this much to start with the 
city of Paris will not be slow in supply- 
ing the rest. 

The proposed alterations may be 


grouped under three headings: Changes, 
of material, extension of service and re- 


duction of prices. The most important 
reforms under the first heading will be 
a uniform type of apparatus. The great 
difference between the models now in 
use is often the cause of delays. The 
extension of service will include the con- 
struction of many auxiliary lines. It is 
because there are so few of these that 
subscribers find it almost impossible to 
get connections during the busy hours. 
The reduction of prices is a logical out- 
come_of this last reform. Naturally if 
there is a greater facility of communica- 
tion, the number of subscribefs will in- 
crease, and it will be possible to reduce 
the subscribers’ rates. 

None of these improveméfits will be 
undertaken until M. Milon. returns from 
America and gives the postal department 
the benefit of his investigations. 


DESK USED BY WILLIAM BLAKE 
Is SOLD AT LONDON AUCTION

LONDON—<At a recent sale at Sothe- 
by’s auction rooms, several possessions 
of William Blake, poe} and arfist, were 
sold, including his working cabinet, 
which contained some of his tools, some 
bismuth and a few copper plates, some 
of them engraved by Blake, and _ others 
presumably done, with his help; by Cap- 
tain Butts, his patron and friend. 

First editions and original drawings 
were also sold, but the desk which had 
passed into Captain Butts’ possession 
was of paramount interest, as it must 
have been in contant use, and is of an 
eminently practical description with sev- 
eral pigeon holes, and little drawers, one 
léng drawer divided into compartments, 
containing his tools. The cabinet, which 


is made of mahogany, stands about 18 
inches high. On the front is a metal 
stamp bearing the arms of the Butts 
family and inside is their coat of arms 
by a member of the same family. The 
bottom of _the cabinet has its secret 
drawer, while behind a sliding panel are 
more drawers. This desk probably 
formed part of his meagre furniture in 
Fountain court, Stand.

Brant Rock station was sending the 
call letters N C N for the Birminghain 
and N R Z for the Salem, and after that 
sent a numebr of news messages on cur- 
rent events as if it had sueceeded in get- 
ting in touch with both ships. The ships 
are supplied with sets smaller but similar 
to the Brant Rock station, but they are 
of only 10 kilowatt capacity, and it was 
but natural the listeners in Plymouth 
failed to hear the ships.

as known, this was the first 
performance of the play in 
this city. It has been given but little in 
English speaking countries, the only 
performances of note other than these 
by Mrs. Fiske’s company being by Beer- 
bohm Tree a few years ago in London. 
Tree, of course, played Bernick, who 
is the central character of the drama, 
not Lona, the character taken by Mrs. 
Fiske. 

Lona ia, of course, the custodian of the 
theme, the truth demander who finally 
spurs Bernick to the point where he de- 
termines to build his suceess on truth 
to himself, where “Is it right?” will be 
the test he shall apply to all his thoughts 
and acts, not “Is it expedient?” It 
is the struggle of Bernick to find him- 
self that most engrosses the observer. 

All the wrongs he has done others 
for the sake of his own. glorification 
come to focus with the sailing of one of 
his unseaworthy ships. A young man 
who for the sake of friendship once as- 
sumed the consequences of a guilty act 
of Bernick’s is forced again to leave with 
the shadow of unmerited disgrace over 
him. He again meets Lona, whom she 
loved and who loved him when they 
were young, and who, at the expense of 
his life’s happiness, he jilted in order to 
marry for money. It is borne in upon 
him that he has greatly wranged his 
wife in so marrying her for they have 
never really known each ~other. He 
forces an honest shipbuilder to choose 
dishonestly in order not to wreck his 
home by loss of work. He desperately 
quiets the rising storm in his conscience 
by finding vague self-justification for 
sending a rotten ship to Kea, when he 
knows ‘there is but the smallest chance 
fer it ever to reach port. 

Lona makes Bernick realize that he 
must be an honest man if he is ever to 
be happy; that in living a lie he not 
only has wronged others greatly, but he 
has wronged himself most of all. Ber- 
nick acknowledges the truth and still 
he cannot break with the past. The 
townspeople gather to give public testi- 
monial to their gratitude to him for 
what he has done and plans to do for 
the prosperity of the town and the coun- 
try round about through his genius for 
the organization and management of

- shipping and railroad enterprises, 


Rernick faces them all, prepared to 
listen to long winded eulogies by vari- 
ous types of hypocrites who lick their 
lips. in self-adulation over the words 
they are speaking in praise of Bernick. 
Terrible is the irony of this scene, for 
every word of intended praise is to 
Bernick a searing accusation. The last 
resort of his self-justification is removed. 
His little son, for whom he thought to 
build a great future, has run away and 
boarded the unseaworthy ship. 

Bernick realizes that the whole fabric 
of lies with-which he thought so strong- 
lv to entrench himself in business is 
as unsubstantial to stand upon as his 
own rotten ship. 

He tells the assembly the truth about 
himself, and the people depart in dis- 
illusioned anger. ‘Then comes the re- 
ward. Bernick’s wife tells him that she 
learned of the insecurity of the ship 
and ¢ountermanded the sailing orders, 
and their son runs in ynharmed. Thus 
Bernick is saved by the very women 
whom he so. greatly misused in build- 
ing up a success out of falsehood. They 
whom he had so wronged saved him 
the consequences of that wrong. 
At bottom he was an honest man be- 
cause he had within himself the possi- 
bility of becoming an honest man. Thus 
they were able to help him save himself. 

Mrs. Fiske in choosing a secondary 
character showed a self sacrifice that is 
exceedingly rare in the theater, even 
among the greatest artists. That she 
was not only in a secondary part, but 
also fell short of complete success in that 
part are equally characteristic of Mrs. 
Fiske, who has always shown herself: 
almost hopelessly bigger than the sur- 
roundings in which she has been placed 
or in which she has placed herself. 

The honest Lona that was above false 
convention Mrs. Fiske depicted only on 
the mental plane. Always she seemed 
remote from the tremulousness that al- 
ways characterizes the intensely human. 
The effect was the same as in “Salva- 
tion Nell,” where Mrs. Fiske represented 
the scrub woman to the eye, to the intel- 
ligence, but seldom to the heart of the 
observer, The manner of good fellow- 
ship of Lona was admirable as depicted 


--by Mrs. Fiske, and one felt that she was 


the real truth teller in that she was 


giving from what she had made her own 


by self-examining thought, not from’ ap- 
propriation of the thoughts of others 
without subsequent assimilation. 

Always the truth came on the mental 
plane, however, with a power more mas- 
culine than feminine, impelled by forces 
that partake far more of the cerebral 
than of the emotional. When all is said 
one is forced to the conclusion that Mrs,

of measuring Sa art by accepted stand- 
ards of acting and stage personality be- 
cause she is so untypical, impossible to 
classify. 

One felt, however, that Mrs. Fiske was 
doing all she possibly could with‘ her 
role, which was more than could be said 
of Holbrook Blinn’s performance of Ber- 
nick, the man who has become a hypo- 
crite as a result of a lifetime of insin- 
cerity. It is as necessary for an actor to 
be sincere in his depiction of insincerity 
as he is in the depiction of sincerity. 
One constantly felt Mr. Blinn’s insincer- 
ity to be lacking in this artistic sincer- 
ity. Almost always was he “acting act- 
ing,” as Mansfield once said. He was 
also. frequently false in emphasis, swal- 
lowed important final words and was 
generally muddy in speech. He looked 
the part and rose to the theatrical de- 
mands of the confession completely. One 
never could quite forget, however, that 
he was handling the thing as a “big 
scene” inf the theatrical sense instead of 
in the dramatic sense intended by_ the 
author. | 

The support was in general satisfac- 
tory. Edward Mackay but seldom al- 
lowed mechanics to spoil his character- 
ization of Johan. Alice John was quite 
faultless in her brief scene of the self- 
revelation of the girl who waited in 
vain for many years and yet did not 
become bitter. Miss Maddern stirred 
with her characterization of the isolated 
Dina, longing to find in all the world 
one friend. Sheldon Lewis made a pa- 
thetic shipbuilder, and Henry Stephen- 
son as a prating moralist had the sincere 
insincerity Mr. Blinn so greatly Jacked. 
Some of the inconspicuous roles were 
played as little masterpieces. 

The single setting was effective in its 
presentation of a sunny drawing room 
overlooking the blue waters of a Nor- 
wégian fjord and gave a sense 9f kcuty 
that but threw Bernick’s dark struggle 
into bolder relief. The crowd in the last 
act was handled with fine imagination 
by Mr. and Mrs. Fiske, who staged the 
play, and the joyous singing of the un- 
suspecting townspeople in the distance 
prior to the hour of the sailing of tie 
unseaworthy ship was made to heighten 
the effect of the grim dilemma of the 
stricken shipbuilder. 

The performance affegted the audience 
strongly, making everybody present more 
or less a participator in the drama that 
was being unfolded before them. There 
was much spontaneous applause and 
numerous curtain calls.

James K. Hackett received a glad wef- 
come from a large audience at the Ma- 
jestic Monday night. This was appar- 
ently not alone a tribute to Mr. Hack- 
ett’s gifts and personality, buf also to 
the interesting play. <A bettér vehicle 
could hardly be conceived for displaying 
the ‘star’s talents than ‘“‘Beaucaire,” the 
dramatization of the shbort~ novel of 
similar name by Booth Tarkington, the 
Dumas of Indiana. So to acclaim the 
author compels one to write Beaucaire 
as one of the most fascinating figures of 
romance since D’Artagnan. And finally 
the analogy is completed by Mr. Hack- 
ett’s impersonation of the leading 
character. Here were the clash of 
needle-pointed and razor-cdged rapiers, 
the gallantry of bearing, the atmosphere 
of courts—in a word, all that is summed 


+in the word “romance”—dear to grown- 


ups whose hearts truly pulse as “Jack 
the Giant Killer” to nursery darlings. 
In those times men were so brave, and 
they loved so hard! One hero could, put 
to flight dozens of raseaily lowbrows, 
could turn calmly after laying out one 
bully without any. agitation showing 
upon his splendid features, to make his 


plea to his Jady; who, also in those days, |‘ 


always loved for merit alone—rank and 
wealth mattered little. The judge and 
Maud Muller stage of human thought 
had not yet arrived. It was all very 
beautiful, and doubly so to us who have 
discarded plumed hats and lace trimmed 
coats of many colors, and when we wish 
to resent an insult or punish a villain 
resort not io the sword, but call a po- 
liceman or see a lawyer. 

All this and more may be seen in Mr. 
Hackett’s Beauncaire. Not the least 
charm was his ‘broken English which he 
cleverly retained when called upon for 
a speech before the curtain. In truth 
his characterization was as keen and his 
artistic touch as delicate in portraying 
the many facets of the brilliant French- 
man, as that wonder-working sword of 
his. 

It would be a pleasure here to discuss 
learnedly how often a dramatized novel 
fails to please those who have previously 
read the book, owing partly to changed 
construction and partly to the difficulty 
of making actors live up to a writer's 
imagination. Mention might be made 
of the unavailing attempt to portray 
successfully Trilby’s feet. This failure 
Was monumental. ‘But space forbids. 
Enough to say that this present per- 
formance never disappoints. To tell its 
story would be a superfluity. All the 
world knows the book was a best seller. 

Fair support is given Mr. Hackett, 
especially by the men of the cast, 
though all lacked the high-bred air we 
expect of distinguished personages. The 
Molyneaux of Roy Clements was Clever, 
as was the Duke of Winterset of Arthur: 
Hoops, though the base_nature of the 
Duke could perhaps be made manifest 
through a mask of gentility. He seemed 
unnecessarily coarse—for a duke. Rakell, 
Bicksit, Bantison, Beau Nash were in 
adequate hands, and the Captain Badger 
of Joseph Sweeney was swashbuckling 
enough. The comedy work was excel- 
lent, not too strained after. As for the 
ladies of the cast one cannot criticize 
them with the thought in mind of what 
Beaucaire would have thought of such 
procedure, So it is best to say that their 
task of portraying wonderful beauties 
of the court circles was impossible of 
achievement to any human being, and 
they did their best.

The Aborn managers from their 
long experience in presenting popular 
opera have found out how te win a 
public for it; and their methods, as re- 
vealed in the performances on the ‘stage 
of the’ Boston opera house, look simple 
and reasonable enough. In_ the irst | is 
place they give their organization an) 
air of solidity and success; everything 
seems to go right always and the mem- 
bers of the company seem to work con- 
tentedly together. The scenery used in 
the productions is substantial and it; is 
always safely in place when the curtain 
rises. Waits between the acts are short. 
As a result of the smooth progress of 
affairs on the stage, audiences give 
themselves up freely to fhe illusion and 
enjoyment of the drama. And then the 
Aborn managers a¢ far as they can make 
use of conventions wigh which the public 
is familiar in the theater. For example, 
in the tavern scene of the second act 
of “Carmen,” and in the scene outside 
the circus in the last act, they drop the 
pretense of grand opera and use the 
stage business and groupings of musical 
comedy. Therefore the stage manage- 
ment is, so to speak, in the vernacular 
as well as the singing.

Maria Gay was the most applauded im- 
personation of the first Boston opera 
season; and it is hardly too much to 
say that Mme. Gay’s work in: Bizet’s 
opera last December decided the success 
of the Boston opera, company as. an ar- 
tistic institution. | 

Some of those who saw Mme, Gay in 
“Carmen” thought that her interpreta- | 
tion of the leading role was entirely new ; 
but, except for its detail of stage busi- 
ness, it was a return to the ideas of the 
original singer of the part of the. Paris 
Opera Comique in 1875—Mme. Galli- 
Marie. Indeed, the creator of the role, 
as Cheramy, who knew her, writes in the 
Paris Comoedia, endowed the character 
of Carmen with such cruelty and audac- 
ity that she caused the failure of the 
opera at its first presentationg.

INDUSTRY EXHIBITS 
IMMENSE. GROWTH 


Trade Outlook at Present 
Time Is Generally Regard- 
ed as Very Satisfactory by 
Big Manufacturers. 


ORNAMENTS COSTLY 


In no walk of life is evolution more 
plainly exemplified than in the commer- 
cial line. Tremendous strides have been 
made in all the different industries, and 
in none more conspicuously than in the 


factories of the shoe, leather and related 
organizations. 


In 1861 a clerk then employed in a 
wholesale boot and shoe store was seut 
to Lynn with an order for shoes. The 
factory was on South Common street, 
and was about the size of an ordinary 
dwelling house: Its product averaged 
300 pairs of shoes per day, which placed 
it in the ranks of the largest factories 
of that time. 

Step by step, with the constantly in- 
creasing demand, and with the aid which 
machinery has given, the then large 
shoe shops have been superseded by fac- 
tories of enormous proportions, so that 
in less than 50 years we find that a fac- 
tory which produces 6000 pairs of shoes 
per day is by no means uncommon. 

About that time the McKay sewing 
machine was created. Its users were 
obliged to pay tribute to the holding 
company of one cent per pair, and as an 
inducement for factories to use its ma- 
chine the company offered a share of 
common stock with every hundred dol- 
lars worth purchased of it. 

So lightly was the success of the com- 
pany estimated at that time, or the 
value of the stock regarded, that the 
clerk above referred to was offered a 
share for services rendered a neighboring 
firm. In course of time those shares were 
listed on the stock exchange, sold at a 
large premium, and the original owner of 
the patents beeame a multi-millionase. 
This is but one of many similar changes 
which have resulted from commercial 
evolution in this industry. 

Work in the big shoe a of this 
vicinity varies so much that ~a round 
of visits among them brings tect a 
variety of views as to the volume of 
orders awaiting the cutting knife. Some 
factories are rushed beyond the limit 
and others nearly to the limit, while a 
few impatiently await anticipated or- 
ders. The consensus of opinion, however, 
is that the shoe trade in this vicinity 
is very satisfactory. Particularly is this 
the case in Haverhill, Lynn and Brock- 
ton, which cities are the greatest shoe- 
making centers in their respective lines 
in the world. 

The factories are pushing through their 
samples for fall and for the spring trade 
of 1911, many of which are now in the 
salesrooms in Boston, and before another 
week’s end the salesmen will be on their 
way south and west showing their cus- 
tomers the most alluring and stylish 
patterns ever offered for buyers’ consid- 
eration. 

What was stated in a previous article 
in regard to ornaments for “low cuts” 
is again emphasized. Never before have 
such costly decorations been used, the 
cheaper grades not excepted. Shoes be- 
low $1 are seen with ornaments costing 
from 5 to 15 cents a pair, and on the 
better grades there appears to be no 
limit. <A dealer in shoe ornaments shows 
some for which he asks from 75 cents 
to $2 per pair. However, this is con- 
sidered a fad, and like all things super- 
fluous, may be of short duration. 

Orders for the fall of 1910 are now 
in the hands of manufacturers and ‘cut- 
ting has already begun. If the politica! 
cloud now on the horizon bf commercial- 
ism fades away prosperity seems as- 
sured for the energetic and conservative 
shoe merchant. 

Sole leather is steady to firm, partly 
attributable to’ the unusual demand for 
exporting, thousands of sides having 
gone abroad this month and May ship- 
ments promising to excel the April ag- 
gregate. Upper leathers, hide and skin, 
are holding well up, the demand for the 
fall orders now being felt. 

The call for patent leather shows that 
it is still a favorite with the consumer, 


|and patent side leather is meeting with 


increasing activity. Tan calf leads the 
colored leathers, although tan vici is 
ealled for quite frequently. Prices of 
gunmetal are unchanged, the cheaper 
grades being most sought. 

The prices of Para rubber, washed 
and made ready for manufacturing pur- 
poses, are unprecedented, and those 
wholesalers who were inclined to doubt 
the signs of the times, and thereby de- 
Inyed ordering their fall stocks, will 
have to face a sharp advance. 

Shipments of boots and shoes from 
Boston for the week are 77,988 cases; 
total since January, 1,262,113 cases. 


FRISCO SHOPS ON FULL TIME. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mo.—-The new Frisco 
shops, employing 900 men, are now 
working full time, nine hours a day. 
The present outlook is that the shops 
will ‘have’ the largest output of any 
month since they started, both in en- 
gines and passenger cars.

ARE UNCHANGED 


Eight of the Boston National 
Banks Stronger than Last 
Week — Average Actual 
Reserve is Lower. 


The individual reserve standing of 
lecal national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table given 
below. In addition to the legal reserve, 
carried here and in New York (one-half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present, as indicated by the 
excess reserve in New York. The excess 
of deposits with New York reserve 
agents over the amount which may be 
counted as half of lega] reserve is here 
counted part of reserves instead of sim- 
ply an offset to deposit liabilities, as is 
done in figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which might 
be deducted from the total reserves in 
both cities, Boston and New York, and 
still leave the legal reserve intact. 

No resetye is computed against gov- 
ernment deposits.

The New Egnland Telephone 
Earnings Have Increased 
Rapidly—Finances Are in 
Good Shape. 


MAINTENANCE COSTS 


The New England Telephone Company 


| made a big gain in both gross and net 


earnings in its 1909 fiscal year, records 


having been established in both. Net 
profits after interest were equal to about 
7% per cent on the $37,437,800 stock out- 
standing Dec. 31, out of which dividends 
at the regular 6 per cent rate were paid. 
The ‘company carried nearly $800,006 
above dividends to profit and loss ac- 
count. 

New England Telephone is not likely 
to do any financing this year. It will be 
remembered that in March, 1909, when 
directors authorized a new issue of $3,- 
662,400 additional stock, the statement 
was made that the proceeds of this 
stock would take care of property exten- 
sions for all of 1909 and 1910. So far 
nothing has occurred to change that sit- 
uation and the company on Jan. 17 last 
received about $1,700,000 Gash from the 
second 50 per cent instalment on this 


stock, which will take care of the esti- aut ig 


mated $1,800,000 of -property expendi- 
tures this vear.

which will subtract at least $400,000 from 
gross earnings, will not be felt until at 
least a year after the work of chang- 
ing over begins, which means that it 
will be the middle or latter part of 1911 
before New England Telephone earnings 
are serjously affected by the proposed.

per cent and the ‘extra money be divided 
with stockholders as a 7 per cent divi- 
dend.

SECRET OF CARP 
IN STATE WATERS 


ALBANY, N. Y.—James 8S. Whipple, 
commissioner of forest, fish and game, 
says that many people wonder how carp 
got into all the streams, ponds and lakes 
of the State. 

“An examination of the report of the 
state fish commission for 1887. shows,” he 
adds, “that the fish commission, through 
Commissioner Eugene G. Blackford, dur- 
ing the months of November and Decem- 
ber, 1886, distributed « throughout the 
state 8,000 German carp in lots of 20 
each to 400 different places, well gis- 
tributed over the state.” 

Mr. Whipple went on to say: “Carp 
are worth today, taken from the water, 
from 8 to 11 cents per pound, and are 
worth alive in New York city 25 cents 
per pound. It is said there is at least 
$200,000 worth of carp taken from the 
Illinois river each year and sold, and 
that the catch of carp in Lake Erie and 
its tributary rivers last year amounted 
to $2,000,000. The Ohio Legislature has 
enacted a law imposing a fine for: the 
taking of carp less than 14 inches in 
length. In a short time carp will be. 
generally looked upon as one of the 
valuable food fishes.”

Pronouncing grammar but the tech- 
nique of language and a study only for 
those who have first learned to be really 
interested in language, “Life” makes out 
a very good case for a change in school 
curriculums. Literature is made a bore 
to children by presenting it merely as 
material for grinding out the wholly 
artificial classifications which are really 
a mathematical system, not linguistic. 
A noun by any other name would have 
the same meaning, force or beauty; and 
the time spent in school over rules and 
analysis of sentences would far better 
go to reading and speaking the language 
of the best writers. The great writers 
have almost invariably shown their cor 
tempt for the ordinary methods of gram- 
mar teaching in schools. People who 
handle English well will nine times out 
of ten say that they cannot remember 
ever to have called up rules of grammar in 
order to get a sentence into better shape. 
The practical expert in a language looks 
at his writing and asks himself whether 
he has said clearly and with some snap, 
color or effect what he had in mind. This 
will correct what the grammar calls 
errors, but which are errors only_in that 
they fail to make the meaning clear. 
There are very few mathematic rules for 
language to which all good writers will 
agree and many of those on which most 
will agree are occasionally broken by 
somebody for some particular effect de- 


sited.

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HERRING RIVER AT WELLFLEET. 


Where the dyke will shut off the marsh lands from the ocean. 


HE picturesque charm of the Cape 
Cod shores and of the _ so-called 
South Shore of Massachusetts, that is, 
the coast below Boston, is excellently 
illustrated in this eut. This shows the 
river at Wellfleet, near the end of Cape 
Cod. These salt marshes with the wind- 


ing streams in their midst are the marked 


feature of all these shores. At low tide 
the water is gone seaward and the 
brown flats lie exposed between the grass 
and the slender central stream of fresh 
water that perhaps stfll follows seaward 
from its inland sources. At high tide 
the marsh view is as in the picture, and 
at certain seasons, like the full moon 
periods in the summer, the whole marsh 
is likely to be covered over, so that in 
this present landscape the waters will 
reach to the bases of the little hills seen 
in the background. 

This variation of the tide gives great 
interest to these places. The period 
when the flats are actually exposed is 
comparatively short, for the tide begins 
to come in again the very moment it is 
out. The marshes are never unpleasant, 
since the cleansing process of every day 
makes it impossible for any stagnant 


pools to gather, and the tang of the salt 
odors from the flats and the rank salt 
grass is like that from the wet sea weeds 
on the open beach. 

The view from the homes on the little 
hills here is unsurpassed in quiet loveli- 
ness. The darker green of the trees and 
the varying colors of the meadows make 
a frame for the vivid tones of the 
marshes themselves, brilliant 
greens are threaded by tne equally bril- 
liant blue of the streams. The eye fol- 
lows these wide-lying reaches of strong 
simple color out to the edge of the ocean, 
whose blue curves lie all around the 
outer margin of the picture, with the 
brilliance of white sand dunes flashing 
here and there. The beauty of ‘the 
marshes for those who have learned to 
know and Jove them in all their vary- 
ing aspects is the openness to the sky. 
While there are always trees near, and 
close-packed little groves sometimes 
stand on tiny hills like islands in the 
very midst of the marshes, these are 
too low to interfere with the horizon 
line which landward is almost as un- 
broken in its sweep as over the ocean. 
This unifying of the greens and blues

in the one bright circle of the overlean- 
ing sky gives a feeling of freedom which 
even the unbroken “seascape” does 
not. Indeed the very fact that one can- 
not step out and away over the heaving 
blue gives a feeling of limitation. But 
the living green of the marsh views 
hints of safe happy shores, woodland 
nocks and meadowy pleasures, even 
while the untamed ocean wilds are there, 
too, The marshes are as it were a link 
uniting the wilderness of the blue waters 
with the intimacies and homely comfort 
of the land. The imagination feels the 
actual] slow emergence of the land from 
the water and sees the firstfruits of the 
earth in the tall strong sea grass that 
lives both on land and in the seas, cher- 
ished alike by the sunny light and the 
flooding blue of the salty tide. 7

China dolls were once owned by all 
children, as such dolls are still by many, 
gays the New York Sun. Then there 
were dolls with heads made of a mix- 
ture of plaster and papier mache, and 
dolla with wax heads, and then again 
others were dolls’ heads such as are 
called, for short, bisque, meaning bis- 
cuit, signifying that they were, like 
china, of a clay material, but baked, un- 
glazed. Dolls’ heads of these various 
materials are still made and still sold in 
great numbers everywhere, except that 
not so many wax dolls are now sold in 
this country, for the. reason that they 
don’t do well here on account of varia- 
tions in the temperature, 

All these various dolls—the china doll 
that broke or chipped easily and the 
papier mache doll that might have 
jagged pieces knocked out of it, and the 
wax doll whose nose was easily bruised, 
and the harder, bisque doll—all were 
made in Europe, and the great majority 
in Germany, from which country, in 
fact, the bulk of the world’s dolls still 
come.

CONSIDERED 1n all its bearings, the appoint- 
ment of Charles Kvans Hughes to be a 
justice of the supreme court of the United 
States is one of the most interesting and 1m- 
portant public events of the period. It must 
he assumed that the Gowernor of New York 
has been absolutely sincere in his repeated 
announcements to the effect that under no 
circumstances would he be a candidate for 
reelection. His reason for wishing to be 
relieved from public office has been no secret, and wherever the 
state of his private fortune has been known and -the opportunities 
awaiting him for improving it have been understood the reason has 
been tully appreciated. But this withdrawal from public life, had 
it occurred, would at most have been only temporary. He is still 
a young man and three or four years of exctysive attention to his 
profession would have secured him an independence and left him 
free to accept whatever might offer in a political way. 

[lis acceptance of a seat on the supreme court bench is a very 
different matter. While there is no law that would operate to

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prevent him from reentering politics at some future time, all prece-.

It may be taken for 
granted that in accepting the justiceship proffered by President 
Taft, Governor Hughes has turned his back squarely upon all 
personal political aspirations.

The public may well find cause for satis- 
faction in this, but 1t will also doubtless take new satisfaction in the 
knowledge that the .1mpulses that he has set going and _ the 
consciences he has aroused, though he may be removed from active 
direction, will continue to be active and inspiring factors in our 
affairs.

republics. The choice of style of architecture is admirable, being in 
a way reminiscent of the best Latin-American type of about 100 
years ago. The exterior is faced with white Georgia marble, and a 
feature of the interior is a fine assembly hall, 102 by 70 feet, designed 


-' for international conferences. The building has:a frontage of 160 


feet and a depth of 200 feet; it stands on a five-acre tract of land 
formerly known as Van Ness park, and will not only be an object 
lesson in international harmony but also a notable addition to our 
beautiful national capital. 

3 To James G. Blaine, more than to any other person, perhaps, is 
due credit for the inception of the Pan-American idea. He showed 
great foresight and earnestness in his advocacy of closer relations 


between Latin and Anglo-Celtic America. In the practical carrying 


out of the plan for a bureau, John Barrett, who is now its director, 
has labored unceasingly for many years and with an enthusiasm 
that has had a strong influence. The bureau has already done 
immense good, and in its new home it will be much better situated 
to fulfil its pacific purpose. The dedication fits very appropriately 
before the coming Pan-American conference to be held at Buenos 
‘Aires. 


THE new $300,000 bridge over the Charles river as an approach 
totthe Harvard Stadium will be a monument to the generosity of 
the wealthy graduate who supplied the funds for its construction. 
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THE latest struggle for self-government has 
broken out in Albania. Inasmuch, however, 
as these Albanian risings are at once chronic 
and sporadic, they have never been regarded 
with particular concern in Balkan politics. 
The Albanian stock is Latin, and the race 
is possibly a survival of some old world 
Latin colony, or of some prehistoric period 
when the Adriatic was a European valley. 

- Anyway, the fact remains, and this. consti- 
tutes in itself a sentimental attraction toward Italy, which has 
developed into a sort of unwritten agreement between that peninsula 
and Austria to work for the autonomy of the province. At this 
very moment, an Austrian paper is regretting the political entangle- 
ments which prevent the dual monarchy stretching out tts hand 
from Herzegovina and annexing the disturbed country. 

i The Albanian himself possesses the most curious mixture of 
adventurous and domestic tendencies. He will marry a girl in one 
of his villages, and then, with his rifle on his shoulder, disappear for 
a dozen or sixteen years as a member of some band engaged in 
marauding. At the end of that time he will return, in the most 
natural way in the world, to a wife he has not seen in the interval 
and a child whom he has not seen at all, and peacefufly settle down, 
as far as an Albanian knows how to settle down. The Albanian 
Turk is at once a Mussulman and a Latin. He 4s, in all probability, 
a descendant of the inhabitants of the country who were converted 
into Mussulmen, at the sword point, after the Turkish conquest in 
the middle of the fifteenth century. The Albanian Christian, who in 
the north is commonly a Roman Catholic, and in the south a member 


Albania 


of the Greek Orthodox church, is the descendant of the families who 
either refused to accept Mohammedanism, or who were permitted 
to retain the Christian religion in order that they might be employed 
by the Mussulmen as serfs. 


Their jaspirations after home rule are very largely the result’ 


of a wish to escape taxation. ‘They are perfectly convinced that they 
are able to govern themselves infinitely better than the Turks are 
capable of doing. They wish to have their own schools, and to use 
the old Latin characters, and they object above all things to the 
new octroi. The position of the Young Turks is a somewhat 
difficult one. They dare not face the lack of prestige which would 
ensue if Albania were to become an autonomous province, or if it 
were to pass under the protectorate of Austria or Italy. On the 
other hand, they do not wish to estrange the Albanians by suppress- 
ing the rebellion in too drastic a manner. The consequence is that 
these insurrections have become practically chronic, the Turks being 
too strong for the Albanians to gain their liberty; the Albanians 
being too useful for the Turks to goad them to despair. In these 
circumstances, it is tolerably certain that the insurrection will run 
its ordinary course. The Young Turks, who are determined to 
prove to the Albanian band that they are no longer dealing with 
the government of Abdul Hamid, will pour sufficient troops into 
the country to teach the inhabitants a serious lesson, and will then 
do all they know to effect a reconciliation which will leave things 
pretty much in statu quo.

Labor 


THE South is awakening. Its resources 
are being developed, its transportation 
facilities improved and its agricultural 
activities increased. But it needs men. In 
consequence, its people are organizing for 
the purpose of fostering an immigration 
movement calculated to overcome § tlius 
serious handitcap—lack of labor. The South 
is looking to the British Isles, to Sweden 
and to other north European states, it is 
said, for a high class of immigrants, capable of at once tiking their 
place in southern business activities. It 1s asserted by some that 
there is no need to go across the Atlantic for this labor; that the 
very class of men the South desires are now in our cities, East and 
West, employed when prosperity is at full tide, but stranded when 
the wave recedes. The Monitor has established a free employment 
bureau to aid in equalizing these conditions. It is doing what it 
can to answer this call for a redistribution of labor. The work, 
however, 1s a great one. 

Notwithstanding the fact that 29,000 immigrants entered the 
port of New York last week, and that there is a constant large inflow, 
the state is asking for farm hands, and a meeting was held in New 
York city on Wednesday last to form a permanent organization for 
encouraging the immigration of intelligent farm laborers. The 
scarcity of this sort of labor is given as one of the most 
serious causes of the diminishing supply of foodstuffs in proportion 
to the increasing demand and the rise 1n prices. 

It is argued that ridicule is responsible to a considerable extent 
for the scarcity of farm help. The custom has prevailed among 
city dwellers of referring to the farmer as a “‘hayseed,” and of 
holding him up as an unfortunate individual not schooled in the 
ways of the world. The idea is said to have become altogether too 
prevalent that only a man lacking in initiative and ambition stayed 
on the farm. <A few who sought the cities became rich, but the 
vast majority would, it is believed, have been much better off had 
they remained in the country. : 

Strenuous efforts are now being made to get men into the fields 
where they are most wanted: The back-to-the-farm movement is 
helping to adjust matters.

‘The Dominion’s 
industries, he thinks, will develop proportionately more rapidly in the 
next few years than our own, and we are likely to miss the oppor- 
tunity altogether if we wait until the exchange of trade shall be even. 

In view of the remarkable advance of the Dominion, it is 
probable we are but.a short time ahead of the period when Canada’s 
industrial development will be practically on a par with our own, 
and when the balance of trade between ourselves and the Canadians 
may be no longer in our favor. Another thing to be considered is 
the continuous stream of Americans into Canada, where they are 
fast forming a market for American-made products. 

Sir Edward Morris, premier of Newfoundland, who is in this 
country on his way to The Hague to attend the conference on the 
fisheries dispute, says his colony 1s still ready and willing to consider 
the question of reciprocity with the United States. Two treaties 
have been made and signed in the past, but neither was ratified by 
the Senate. Under the first, which was negotiated by Mr. Blaine 
in 1890, Sir Edward says the privileges granted to the United States 
were practically ‘given by Newfoundland for twelve years without 
any return. Our people would not be likely to welcome reciprocity 
with Newfoundland so warmly as they would with the Dominion, 
but it might be worth considering further.

of the higher prices. The present tariff, with its exaggerated taxes 
on many necessities and its free list impressively padded with trifles, 
an essentially Republican measure, has aidéd, he holds, tn continuing 
a system that benefits the few at the expense of the many. 

It ought to be said for ex-Governor Folk that the attitude he 
assumes toward the tariff is a courageous one,- more courageous 
by far than that taken by many of his party associates in the near 
past, inside and outside of Congress. He would make the issue the 
high-cost cf living as a means of attacking the Republican party at 
its most vulnerable point. 

Unfortunately, the considerations which would prevent the 
Republican party from making an issue of it wilt also, it is to be 
feared, prevent the Democrats from. taking it up. In 1896 the 
Democrats vied with the Republicans in proclaiming that high 
prices were absolutely necessary to thé prosperity and happiness of 
this republic. The conditions which prevail today are practically 
the conditions which each promised, if successful, to bring about. 
The Republicans won. The Republicans must take the blame, 
wherever cause for blame is found, as a consequence of the policy 
which has caused the high prices. The Democrats, however, cannot 
join.in the outcry without calling attention to their own record and 
exhibiting their inconsistency. : 

The truth is, they are in very fair shape for success next fall, 
as matters stand.

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Standard: Oil in anything is far from amus- 
ing. Standard Oil in natural gas has been 
the means of compelling five Independent oil 
refineries in Pennsylvania to come to terms 
because they had to buy their gas from the 
giant monopoly. The settlement has just 
been announced, but the conditions are not 
divulged. To return to butter: It is stated 
that five men, constituting the “quotation 
committee of the Board of Trade of Elgin, Ill., determine the price 
at which butter shall be sold throughout the United States. Just now 
a overnment investigation is in progress to determine whether they 
are violating the Sherman anti-trust act. In making the price they 
are guided almost entirely, it is said, by New York conditions: Milk 
rates in the New York zone are practically under the control of one 
company. ‘The president, secretary and many members of the Elgin 
Board of Trade are stockholders in this company. 

Despite firm contradictions by the officers, it is asserted that 
huge blocks of stock in the milk concern are owned by the men who 
control the Standard Oil Company. As this seems to be proved by 
entries on the record books, the consumer of butter can hardly be 
blamed for asking whether there is any commodity around which 
this gigantic octopus has not secretly wound its tentacles. The 
public would be in better mood 1f it could be assured that through 
the efforts which the department of justice is putting forth the oil 
combine may be brought under practical government. regulation to 
the end that the laws may be strictly observed.

THE high cost of living is an important 
factor in Cuban affairs at present: The | 
prices of all commodities coming under the The 
classification of “necessaries” have greatly 
advanced recently, no doubt in response to Present State 
and in sympathy with conditions prevailing | 

in the United States. We have raised the of Cuba 
scale, and, wherever and whenever possible, 
the Cuban producer has taken advantage of 
our markets. The effect of this is to reduce 
the surplus on the island and to enable the native producer and 
retailer to fix prices to suit themselves. 

Of course, there is an early limit to such procedure in a country 
where money is never very plentiful, but long before the advance 
would have reached a point which we would call high, it might be 
prohibitive to the native Cuban consumer. In view of recent 
bounteous crops and general prosperity among the employing class, 
it would seem at this distance that wages should have been increased. 
This has not been the case. The government is held responsible by 
the unthinking in all classes for the prevailing conditions. This 
would be the case in countries farther advanced than Cuba. Already 
there have been some manifestations of a tendency toward disorder, 
and elections are approaching. _ 

There is, however, a reassuring phase of the matter in the 
fact that the present government is strong, and another good season 
is promised for the planters. This may induce them to do what they 
should have done before. An increase in wages for the plantation 
laborers would affect the business of village, town and: city, and 
make it possible for the masses of Cuba to share in the island’s 
prosperity and to court order rather than disturbance.
